his back, retreated with fo much celibe- 
»ration,.that his enemies, in whofe fight 
this tranfaétion happened, bore teftrmo- 
Dy tohis merit as a foldier. 
- , The reputation which he had bren 
mow fome time acquiring received an 
ample compenfation this yéar, in ‘the fa- 
mous but unfortunate affair at Saratoga, 
where he commanded wader G en. Gates, 
Qn the roth of September he attacked 
General Burgoyae at Freemaa’s farm, 
and fought him with oreat’obftinacy from 
three o'clock to fun fet. In this engage- 
meat he loft soo men killed and 1500 
avounded. This was ooly a prelude to 
2 moire defperate undertaking. On the 
t2thof O€tober General Burgoyne made 
a movement with rs00 men, Arnold, 
without waitiog for orders marched out 
and attacked him, Being convincéd of 
the danger of permitting his enemy to 
approach fo near as to-afe their artillery, 
Arnold determined on vigorous mea- 
fares, and carried on his attack with fuch 
Spirit, that a battalion of Brunfwickers, 
gave way, and the Engh troops were 
forced back into their ‘emp. Ar this 
moment they were follawed by Arnold, 
who faw an opportunity to ftrike adeci- 
five blow, which heimmediately refolved 
to carry into execution. He pave his 
directions inflantly-; but. not obferviog 
that alacrity ia bis men toattack the in- 
trenchments as he expected, he turned 
round and difdainfolly faid, “ That if 
they.were fuch daftards as to hefitate ia 
the moment of victory, he himfelf, atthe 
head of his officers, would carry the in- 
: ; \

trenchments,” This Addrcfs operated 
accordiog to his with. Fired with hame 
at their wan't of {pirit, they called to be 
led oa. The anack was. immediaiely" 
made òn rigs of the lines ; and. thofe of 
the German referve under Coi, Byeyman 
were ftormed avd carried. At the fame 
moment he attacked that part of the lines 
where the Britifh light infantry’ were 
‘potted under Lord Balcarras, bút was 
repulfed. Ta florming the intrench- 
men's he received a woucd, which it was 
fome time apprehended woa!d occafion 
the lofs of his leg. It is unneceffary to 
. oblerve, that a tew days afterwards our 
army furrendered themfelves prifoneis, 
The fame of his valour was now fpread 
wherever the knowiedge of the Britith 
or American politicks had reached, and 
bath friegds ard eremies did juflice to 
his merit as a brave man and a gallant 
officer.” Thus far a former biographer.

My dear friend, 

I Have a melancholy tate to tell you— 
My fon was killed at Cambohee Bluff, 

at the bead of a fmal detachment, in a 

fkirmifh with a party of the Britit for- 

ces under the command ot M.jor Brere- 
ton. Whea I revolve this fatal blow, 
aad tara the circumftances of the prefeat 
war ia my mind, Jam led to cosclude 
that providence frowns on the obftinate 
continuance of fo unnatural a coatett,. 
and poiats its vengeance at the leading 
mea. Ih1d hones in the rifing glory of 
this excellent yonog man, which Jed my 
declining years with comfort. I looked 
on him with all the fond delight of an 
approving pareat, and Icanfidered him 

id a direét path to the higheft honours 

which our new world could keftaw, 

Bur. { have been too ambitious; for juft 


ia the very moment when my fabric of 
glory was compleated, an nnerring hand 
hurled a fatal ball that has levelled the 
building forever, and leaves me to mourn 
out the remainder of life in foirow and 
affliction. I now indeed feel thofe pangs, 
mok feafibly, which other fontefs parents 
have experienced fince the fword has

Good God ! my friend, what a feene 
of blood has beea exhibited in this can- 
tese!

—andalas! how many, many fons have 
been fpatched. from their now unhappy 
parents !—the very carth {mokes with 
bload ! and almoft every field contains 
the flaughtered bodies of Britons. and 
Americans, whofe asimofity, was only to 
be recanciled in the graye of death !-—- 
When I feriqufly confider thefe matters, 
ag at the prefent moment I do, a train 
of horror rifes ta my imagination, and I 
fee that the impropriety of the leaders 
on both fides,.is the fole canfe of all thee 
has happened; and that on them ten- 
geance will fell ia the end.

On my part, yuu may reft affared, 
that every effort thall be exerted to bring 
about this great objeft, and once more 
to bind ig unity and concord, thofe bre- 
thren who have been fo long attempting 
the defiruction of each other. There 
are maovy falfe lights in which the patri- 
atic glory of a citizen fs often viewed ; 
and one is the deftruftion of a fellow- 
creature for ao error in thinking—a fel- 
low creature, notin the character of a 
commana enemy, but in the iaternal ha- 
bits of fraternal frieadtbip. This life, 
my dear fricad, is but a fhort {pace of 
time, and our bufinefs fhould be to make 
ourfelves happy; aot in the glare cf mi- 
litary atchievements, nor ia the ar bitioa 
of civil oppreffion ;° the oacis murder— 
the other tyranny: both in an entight- 
ened age are to be avoided, if thofe who 
orcfide bad as much refp<ét for the well- 

eing of thoe whom they govern, as 
they entertain for their owa axbision, 
or their owo emolument. The great 
mafs of mankind are never in the wrong, 
Error always arifes from a few lenders, 
whofe opinions are held too facred, and 
whole judgments are cfien. miflaken.

lick auction, by the defendant (acting as 
vendue mafter) as it is alledged, by the 
orders of Col, Moacrief, on a preteace, 
that the faid. mahogony being the pro- 
perty of Sritifh merchants, was taken at 
. fea by rebel privatcers, and condemoed 
yn the fham cours of admicalty of this 
ftate. This caufe was tricd by a fpecial 
Jury, one half cisizens and the other half 
fudjects of Great Britaia. After a full 
and candid difcuffion ia court for near 
cight hours, the jury returned, and in a 
very bort time fonad a verdict. for the 
plaintiffs one hundred and fifty pounds 
erling, damages, with colts of foit. 
This was a caufe of mach expectation ; 
and being the firft tried in our courts, 
where half the jury were foreigners, va- 
rious were the conj.cturcs on their re- 
tursiag to the jury room. We have 
been informed, that at firft they appeared 
equally divided in fentimeats, but upon 
one of the jury propofieg to put the 
parties ont of the cafe, and examine the 
‘evidence with caodour ‘and impartialicy, 
they foon all concurred ia the verdict, 
Two other caufes were brought before 
the jary, between Britith fubjeéts and 
‘Gizena of this ftate, the determinations 
of which gave general fatisfaCtion:

They wore, however, obliged to fly, 
leaving one of their party behind them—~ 
bur unfortanately Caprain Pickles was 
mortally wounded, having received’ feve- 
ral fabs, hocking cuts with théir koices, 
and with difficuliy got back to Mr. 
Whitelide’s haufe where he relided. 1a 
the intermin the affiflias received a rein- 
forcement from the veffels to which they 
belonged, and returned to a further ex- 
ecution of their murderous inteations— 
but the ctizens collected, fecured three 
of them that night, and feveral others 
were taken up gex! morning and com- 
mitted ta goal, and it is hoped will foon

Captain Pickles fuftained the wounds 
which he received with the prateft for. 
titude, exhibiting covery magnanimous 
and noble characteriflick of a hero, ya- 
til about 10 o’clock on Tuefday eveaing, 
when he expired with the vimofl calm- 
ncis and reGigaation, Thus fll (in one 
of the higheft afs of benevolence, that 
of admisiltering relief to the diftreffes) 
by the hands of foreign rvfiins, the gal- 
lant, the brave, the bumane and experi 
enced oaval commander, William Pickics, 
Efg; who was an oraiment tonis prof 
fiva, to hugaaity and to his couatry. 

His remaias were interted on Wedsel- 
day in Si, Peters church yard, with 
military honours, attended by a large 
pumber of citizens and fiends, who 
deplored the lofs uf fo va.uable a member

UPON a perufal of your printi 
ed correfpondence, I muft beg leave 
to trouble you with an obfervation, 
not that I have claims to fet forth, 
or relations to criticife.

and a fentence in your letters, June 
the r1thand Auguft the 2d, is the 
only one I intended ‘to mention, 

Having faid to Lord Cornwallis, 
that he may be oppoted to abour 
2000 Continentals, and, * as La 
Fayette obferves,’—* a body of ill.
